The minelayer Oglala was a/§ 
converted merchantman, formerly 


In Attack on Pearl Harbor 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(®)— 
The text of Secretary Knox's state- 


ment detailing losses in the Japa-' 


nese attack on Pearl harbor fol- 
lows: 

My inspection trip to the is- 
land enables me to present the 
general facts covering the attack 
which hitherto have been’ un- 
available. 

1. The essential fact is that the 
Japanese purpose was to 
out the United States before the 
war began.

It is already apparent that, in the general 
desire to find some way in which to help the 
nation wring the war to successful conclusion, 
there is a strong tendency to set up new or- 
ganizations which will but duplicate the work 
of others already in the field. 

Duplication of effort will, unless promptly 
checked. inevitably result in confusion and 
delay. Such duplication will be caused, ba- 
gically, by the commendable, in one view, im- 
patience of individuals to get into war work 
at once. 

Already there are examples of unnecessary 
multiplicity of organizations with the same 
type of activity. It should be remembered that 
it is the older, well-established bodies which 
are, in most cases, best equipped to do the work 


desired. 

The Red Cross, for instance, is charged with 
many duties in such a time as this. Any woman. 
who is sincerely anxious to work for her coun- 
try as a volunteer would do well to check with 
the Red Cross first, to see whether her services 
cannot be of greater value in that organiza- 
tion than in another which has sprung up 
since the war emergency first loomed. 

Every citizen wants to do his or her full 
duty to the nation. ‘It is a grand thing that 
America, today, is boiling with eager patriot- 
ism, is glowing with magnificent unity of pur- 
pose and willingness to sacrifice. 

To all individuals, the best advice that can 
be given, however, is to work with the Red 
Cross or register for service in the civilian de- 
fense organization of the home community and 
then wait patiently to be called and assigned 
to that form of service or work for which best

The Bill of Rights 


This week marks the 150th anniversary of 
the adoption, by the first congress, of the first 
10 amendments to the United States constitu- 
tion. Those amendments are more familiarly 
known as the Bill of Rights. 

The ten clauses specify those inherent rights 
of the individual which neither government nor 
any other power shall abridge. They provide the 
foundation for the American system of free- 
dom. They list, in fact, those individua)] free- 
doms which all Americans accept as their right, 
just as much as they accept the right to breathe 
and to live. 

It is sometimes overlooked that the Bill of 
Rights was adopted to protect the individual 
citizen against his own government, the newly 
formed federal government as distinct from 
the governments of the 13 original states. In 
11 of those 13 states similar “bills of rights” 
had been adopted before, even, the Declara- 
tion of Independence was signed. 

Foundation for general acceptance, in free 
countries, of these inalienable rights of the 
individual was laid at Runnymede, at the sign- 
ing of Magna Carta. Since that time these ba- 
sic rights have, gradually, come to be recog- 
nized throughout the English-speaking world 
as incontrovertible, ‘ 

The main difference between the forms of 
government in Britain and the United States 
is that there is no federal constitution, no writ- 
ten bill of rights, in Britain. There parlia- 
ment is paramount, but it is so constituted 
that it itself forms the greatest bulwark to 
the rights of the people. It must be remembered 
that, beginning with Magna Carta and con- 
tinuing through the various crises that won full 
liberty in England, it was the crown which had 
to be restrained and parliament, as representa- 
tive of the people, created and enforced the 
needed restraints. 

It is of double significance that this anni- 
versary of the adoption of the American Bill 
of Rights should come within a week of our 
entry into a world-wide war to defend the free 
world against powers which are utterly an- 
tagcnistic to the very freedoms that Bill of 
Rights guarantees to us. 

In fact, this world-wide war now raging is 
but a conflict between the forces of freedom, 
the forces which believe in the individual man, 
and those forces which believe only in regi- 
mentation of their peoples and in the supreme 
authority of the mailed fist. It is a fight to 
the death between us who believe the state 
is created to serve its citizens, and those who 
believe the individual citizen is nothing, save 
as a puppet slave to the state. 

It is inevitable, in time of war, that democ- 
racies permit some abridgement of the funda- 
mental rights for which they fight. Wartime 


censorship, voluntary or enforced, must abridge 


the right of free press, for instance, and re- 
straint for those whose words would aid the 
enemy or hinder our own effort must curtail 
the right of free speech. 

But democracy accepts these temporary lim- 
itations of its own free will and, once the 
emergency is over, the victory is won, they re- 
turn, almost automatically, to the free people 
of a free country. 

We are fighting today, offering all we have, 
even unto our lives, that the American way of 
life, as embodied in the Bill of Rights, shall 
survive and rule supreme. 

Our fathers fought to establish those rights. 
It is worth all we can give, even to life itself, 
to uphold them.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
INTERVIEWING LITVINOFF WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.— 


We streaked across the bril- 
liant red carpet of the embassy and were ushered into a small thea- 
ter-like vestibule connecting with the chancery. Kleig lights playing 
on a table in the foreground gave the appearance of a miniature 
stage. A Moscow street scene in the dead of winter, with troikas 
and rejndeers, served as a backdrop. Cameramen, as usual, clut- 
tered up the isles and rear space with photographic and sound 
equipment: 

After a brief wait a short, stocky man with a florid complexion 
burst into the room with the precision of a military officer. He 
bowed briskly before seating himself at the table. Maxim Litvinoff, 
new Soviet ambassador to the United States, was holding his first 
press conference since arriving in Washington a few days earlier, 
There were some 50 of us in all—American, British, Chinese, Cana- 
dian and Australian newspapermen. 

But no Germans, Italians—or Japanese, A week before and 
they would have been there also. Now interned, their credentials 


had been taken up by the FBI. 
TOLD MANY THINGS Without ceremony, M. Litvinoff, speak- 
ing slowly and deliberately in broken 

but easily understanding English, plunged into a sketchy history of 
Nazi war aggression. It was by way of background for the ques- 
tions that were to follow. He told us many interesting things. 

One was another illustration of the lesson in treachéry we have 
just learned from the events at Hawaii. Russia, he said, was not 
so unaware of Hitler’s plans for invasion last June as the outside 
world might have supposed. The Soviet government had heeded 
warnings that the Germans planned to attack. But, like us, it had 
not taken them seriously enough. 7 

The thing that caused them to be caught unprepared was the 
belief that Hitler could be counted upon to make diplomatic de- 
mands before ordering his armies to march. Receipt of the ex- 
— demands was to be made the signal for full Russian mobili- 
zation. 


WITHOUT NOTICE But Hitler fooled them by not making 
demands. He. struck without any no- 
tice whatever, The Russians were caught by the same surprise 
tactics as we met at Pearl Harbor. They had placed tod much 
weight on Hitler’s signature to a ten-year nonaggression pact be- ° 
tween the two countries. 

What he was developing was that all that preceded the German 
invasion of Russia—all that has followed since then, including the 
Jap attack on Hawaii—all that is now going on in the world—“is 
the product of a vast conspiracy by a band of gangtsers calling 
themselves the Axis powers,” so that the earth has finally become 
one great battlefield with different sectors. 

M. Litvinoff has a right to express him- 


NO NEW CONVERT 
. self thus. He is no new convert to the 


role of Nazi defamer. Long before the present conflicted started 
in Europe he used the League of Nations as a platform in repeatedly 
warning the world of the disaster implicit in the appeasement of 
Hitler. As Soviet commissar of foreign affairs, he fought steadily 
to restore the prestige of the League—lost through its failure to 
check aggression in China, Spain and Abyssinia. Speeches he made 
at League sessions were quoted all over the world as manifesta- 
tions of Soviet determination to aid in the struggle for putting an 
international. strait-jacket on Nazism. 


BIGGER WAR MACHINES Another thing he revealed in his 


opening resume was that the 
Germans had an even larger military force than the world had 
been led to suspect. The Nazi machine exceeded the highest esti- 
mates that had been put upon it, he declared. 

But if the Germans had been able to keep the extent of their 
military power secret, so had the Russians. M. Litvinoff seemed 
to chuckle as he told of this. 

Forced to take a beating at first, the Red army never had any 
idea of giving up, he said. It is just now getting its second wind. 
If Hitler has any plans for suspending operations during the cold 
winter months he has made them “without taking into account 
circumstances over which he has no control.” 

In explanation of the great victories the 


LOSS IN MORALE 
Russians have recently recorded, he 


makes the plausible statement that the Germans lost their best 
military units in ‘the first few months of the fighting and are now 
compelled to use inferior replacements. The resulting loss in Ger- 
man morale has been far greater than we may be able to realize, 
he affirms. 

Thus the Soviet ambassador joins with Prime Minister Churchill 
in rating the invasion of Russia as Hitler’s most colossal blunder 
of the war. He left no doubt of Soviet determination to carry 
through to the end: ‘‘We are all together now in the same boat. 
We will perish or triumph together.” 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN The one question on everyone’s tongue 


, —what of Russia’s attitude with re- 
spect to Japan—was anticipated by M. Litvinoff before it could 
be asked. His broad preliminary indictment of the Axis powers 
had left no doubt on that score. 

But there were obvious reasons why he could not discuss this 
situation with utter frankness: Japan has a large army gathered 
in Manchukuo, which borders on Siberia. Russia, fighting for her 
life on the European front, naturally does not want to open up a 
new battle area in Asia. Neither, it would appear, does Japan want 
to become further involved than she is already. What happens 
then will be determined by reasons of military strategy on both sides.

KNOX REPORTS Grimly, frankly, with the honesty free men 
; deserve, Secretary of the Navy Knox yese 
terday told the nation of our losses at Pearl Harbor. 

Our command was not on the alert. 

Our losses were sevcre. 

They were not as severe as were the reports which swept the 
nation, Those reports ranged from two battleships sunk along 
with several cruisers and destroyers, to a total of 10 of our 17 
major ships lost. 

The losses were severe. 

The battleship Arizona was lost. Three destroyers were sunk, 
A mine layer wags lost. An old target ship was sunk. Ironically 
enough the Japanese gave her a heavy attack, thinking her an aire 
plane carrier because of some radio control superstructure. 

The loss of so many men, almost 3,000, came about by the 
terrific crushing blows which caused the ships to sink quickly and 
roll over as they sank. 

The nation will be shocked by those deaths. 

It will be angry because the command was not on the alert, 

But it will make Japan realize that she made a severe psycho- 
logical blunder. She united the American people. Had our ships 
found the Japanese steaming toward Hawaii and engaged them in 
battle, the nation would have remained split into confused groups. 

There have been many, many more men to die in battle who 
gave us less a victory than those men who died at Pear! Harbor. 

The Japanese failed to destroy the Pacific fleet. Our aircraft 
carriers, our battleships and our destroyers are at sea. 

Bombers are flying to Hawaii. Aid from the Atlantic fleet 
must be on the way, 

The Hawaiian islands seem safe enough. The fleet is far away 
from the Philippines and the harassed Asiatic-fleet needs. help. 

The nation will react toward optimism. The report of the sece 
retary was needed to wipe out the clouds of rumors and the gloom 
generated by stories of losses tripling those actually sustained.

They kept say- 
ing our splendid isolation kept us wrapped in safety and with no 
danger of attack. 

Our foolish, ridiculous statesmen now try to wrap their thin 
togas about them and escape the wrath of the country. It will be 
very wrong if the nation permits them to escape the wrath of 
the ballot. 

The Japanése were of greater service than they. 
healed the breaches our foolish statesmen had made 
vacuous oratory. 

We are about to draw the sword and this time there are no 
ambitious, political hands to hold back our sword arm. ;

Two thousand years ago a man gained immortality by asking 
the rhetorical question: “What is truth?” ‘The world is still asking, 
and vainly, for the truth is still unknown. 

It is not primarily because human beings are mendacious or 
deceitful, but rather because truth is perfection, and we are imper- 
fect. Our senses cannot report the exact truth, and our minds 
cannot perfectly comprehend it. Even if the exact truth should be 
reported, we might not recognize it, except by accident, in the’ 
welter of conflicting reports.
